When timing an engine that has the dis¬ 
tributor at one end and timing mark at 
the other, use a stick with a wire eye 
pressed in it to rotate the distributor 
body while you beam the timing light on 
the mark. Disconnect the vacuum line 
for accurate timing and slip the eye over 
the fitting on the diaphragm housing. 



Make your own trailer fenders to keep 
the wheels from throwing mud all over 
your car. Cut segments from a truck tire 
(7.50 x 17 is a good size ) and nail them 
to blocks bolted to the trailer sides. Use 
blocks thick enough to position the fend¬ 
ers over the wheels, and set the fenders 
high enough to allow for spring action.
